Laurentian University takes over Huntington's Music program

At this time last year, the 
Sudbury community was 
lamenting the possible 
end to the Music program at 
Huntington University. Now, 
thanks to the intervention of 
Laurentian University, Music 
program supporters are singing a 
new tune. 

In a ceremony held in the 
Brenda Wallace Reading Room 
on Monday, December 1 2th, offi- 
cials from both universities gath- 
ered to sign an agreement that 
marked the official transfer of the 
Music program from Huntington 
to Laurentian. As part of the 
agreement, Laurentian assumes 
responsibility for the Music pro- 
gram and becomes the employer 
of faculty members teaching in 
the department. 

"Given that music is critical 
to the quality of life of our com- 
munity, Laurentian is committed 
to maintaining a Music program 
on campus and will work with 
local partners to ensure its viabil- 
ity," declared Dr. Judith 
Woodsworth, President of 
Laurentian University. "We are 
confident that the students in the 
program will have access to a 
quality music education and will 
contribute to the cultural fabric of 
our community." 

"Huntington is certainly very 
pleased that Laurentian made the 
decision to take on the manage- 
ment of the Music program," 
added Doug Joblin, President of 
Laurentian University. "This 
decision speaks highly of the 
quality of the music program and 
its contributions to Laurentian 's 
curriculum, the local ad wider 
communities, none of which

were ever in question. It also 
speaks highly of Laurentian's 
commitment to the Humanities' 
disciplines. The decision was 
good news for the students, facul- 



ty, Laurentian, Sudbury commu- 
nity and Huntington. I am sure 
that the program will continue to 
grow and develop in new and 
exciting ways under 'new man- 



agement."' 

Dr. Woodsworth admitted 
that there were many factors that 
contributed to the effort to save 
the music program, including the 



support for the university and 
community, but confessed her 
own selfish love of music was 
also a consideration.

Laurentian campus to house new mining centre

On December 16th, 2005, Dr. Judith 
Woodsworth, President of 
Laurentian University, announced 
plans for the Centre of Excellence in 
Mining Innovation (CEMI). The project is 
in keeping with the University's vision of 
becoming a national centre of excellence 
in mining engineering. The Laurentian 
campus will be home to the new facility. 

The initiative, proposed by the 
Ontario Mineral Industry Cluster Council 
(OMICC), is a great development for the 
City of Greater Sudbury and industry part- 
ners. Dr. Woodsworth suggested. Under 
the leadership of the Honourable Rick 
Bartolucci, Minister of Northern 
Development and Mines, CEMI is a major 
step created to capitalize on the benefits of 



a "cluster" approach to develop the miner- 
al sector and raise mining's regional pro- 
file by combining industry, academia and 
government in a private/public parteer- 
ship. 

"The Centre located at Laurentian will 
be a hub and will radiate outwards." said 
Dr. Woodsworth. "Like a wheel with 
spokes, it will move to other communities 
and grow to national and international lev- 
els." 

Research at CEMI will advance state- 
of-the-art concepts and processes that sup- 
ports regional, national and international 
exploration, as well contribute to the eco- 
nomic growth of mining services and sup- 
plies providers. The Centre will focus on 
five key research areas: exploration, tele- 
robotics, integrated mine process engi- 
neering, deep mining, and environment 



and reclamation. 

The creation of CEMI was proposed 
in Sudbury since the region already bene- 
fits from considerable mining assets and 
strengths, and has the potential of enhanc- 
ing the City's position as an international 
centre for world-class mining research. 
Already home to major mining companies 
such as Inco Limited, Falconbridge 
Limited and FNX Mining Company Inc., 
as well as some 300 mining supply and 
services companies, Sudbury is a logical 
choice for the new initiative. Dr. 
Woodsworth said. Complimented by 
Laurentian's graduate and undergraduate 
programs, the Centre can benefit from the 
expertise and pool of highly developed 
skilled workers trained for the mining sec- 
tor, she noted. 

Dr. John Gammon, the former 



Assistant Deputy Minister, Mines and 
Minerals Division, Ontario Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines, will be 
heading the process of establishing CEMI 
on the Laurentian campus. He will be 
responsible for managing the govern- 
ment's participation in exploration, min- 
ing, smelting, and refining in Ontario. Dr. 
Gammon will also be in charge of bringing 
together the key players in the industry to 
identify and secure the required resources 
to make this project a reality. 

The plan for the Centre is still a work 
in progress but Dr. Woodsworth hopes that 
within five years, CEMI will be a well- 
established and globally renown research 
facility on the Laurentain campus. She 
said she is anxiously awaiting the occasion 
in which she will be announce "the next 
phase of this exciting initiative."

LU Students asked 
to curl for charity

With one of its key annual charity events having been lost due 
to uncontrollable circumstances, a Laurentian alumnus is 
appealing for some help from students, faculty and staff at 
the university to help ensure the success of an upcoming charity event 
for the Sudbury Manitoulin Children's Foundation. 

Jennifer Keen is the Marketing and Promotions Director for the 
Sudbury and K4anitoulin Children's Foundation, as well as a 
Laurentian alumnus, and she is asking for support from Laurentian to 
help to ensure that their 1 1th annual Curling Funspiel is a success. The 
event is a critical fundraiser for the foundation, which operates the 
Send A Kid To Camp Program. 

The Send A Kid To Camp Program is an initiative which provides 
opportunities for children between the ages of 6 and 14 who are dis- 
advantaged, socially of financially deprived, those who come from a 
single parent family or families who do not have the money, as well 
as sexually, mentally and physically abused children, to enjoy summer 
camp. 

"The common thread throughout, for all of these children, is that 
they would not be able to afford to go to camp without the Send A Kid 
To Camp program," Keen explained. 

The Sudbury and Manitoulin Children's Foundation receives 
referrals from over 36 agencies, including Big Brothers/Big Sisters, 
the Children's Aid Society and the N'Kswakamok Friendship Centre. 
The foundation sends kids to over 20 camps, including Camp Sudaca, 
the Future Olympian Sports Camp, and the YMCA Day Camp. A 
total of 683 kids were able to go to camp in 2005, at a cost of $296 
per child, thanks to the program. 

Unfortunately, in the Sudbury and Manitoulin Children's 
Foundation lost one of its major fundraisers, it's annual charity bingo, 
due to closure of Lucky Star Bingo, and with the other bingo halls 
already having overloaded schedules, the foundation has to find a way 
to come up with more funds. The annual bingo fundraiser raised 
$12,000 for the association, enough to send 40 kids to camp. 

"That's a lot of children," Keen said. "We are really hoping 
Laurentian students, faculty and staff will join our funspiel." 

The event is scheduled for Sunday, January 29th at the Sudbury 
Curling Club, and the cost is $120 for a team of four, though Keen 
noted the foundation is willing to accept teams of three, everyone who 
participates is guaranteed several games as well as a lunch. 

"There are prizes for every player," she noted. 

The event will also include a silent auction and a "closest to the 
button" contest. All proceeds from the event will benefit the SendA ' 
Kid To Camp program. 

"As a former Laurentian alumnus myself, I know the generosity 
of Laurentian students," Keen stated. 

Even if students cannot take part, there are other ways they can 
contribute, she noted. Donations will be accepted, and students, or 
perhaps even floors in residence, are invited to sponsor a child. 

"There are various ways Laurentian students can help out," Keen 
said. "Our goal is to be able to send every child that is referred to us 
to camp." 

Anyone interested in registering, or for more information, can 
reach Keen at 673-2227. 

"It's going to be a fun day for everyone," Keen suggested.

Even with all the stress of study- 
ing and the hype of the holi- 
days, one would have to be 
remarkably unobservant to ignore the 
fact that, come January 23rd, the 
Canadian people will be led into the 
second half of the decade by a (pos- 
sibly) new and fearless leader As 
Canadian citizens, part of our respon- 
sibility is to exercise the 
Constitutionally given right to voice 
our thoughts and opinions about the 
qualities and ideals this leader should 
possess - in other words, to vote. 

Since the so-called Christmas 
campaign kicked off some weeks 
ago, "experts" have been arguing 
back and forth about all the possible 
pros and cons to the downtime given 
for the holidays, and really, have 
come to no agreements.

Voter turn out in Canada has 
been at an embarrassing low for a 
number of years now, with only 
about 63% of registered eligible vot- 
ers choosing to make their voices 
heard in 2000, and much of this drop 
is attributed to the lack of youth voter 
turnout. While, again, statisticians 
have trouble agreeing on reasons for 
the disinterested youth, one thing 
remains true and vitally important: it 
is the youth of today who represent 
the future of oiu' country. New opin- 
ions, ideas and values are on the hori- 
zon, with bright-eyed and educated 
youth serving as the catalysts for 
change. This being said, it is time for 
us - the Canadian youth - to stand up 
and help decide the fate of the coun- 
try. 

Unfortunately, as the new year 
kicks off there is much catching up to 
be done, last semester's mistakes - or 
marks - to face and a whole new 
work load to deal with, so keeping up 
to date on all the political platforms 
is not oflen an easy or desirable thing 
to do. However, when you think 
about the number of people around 
the world who do not have the luxu- 
ry, let alone the right, of playing a 
role in their country's government, 
voting does not seem like a privilege 
we should be frivolous about.

Head of the minority government 
that fell in late 2005. Paul Martin 
seeks re-election while focusing on 
six main areas of issue for the 
Canadian people: the economy, cities 
and communities, families, universal 
health care, the environment and 
Canada and the world. The Liberals 
plan to invest $2 billion to help the 
country prosper in the global econo- 
my, pushing forward with university 
based research. Within communities. 



they are working at establishing gas 
tax agreements with all provinces to 
help reduce the price of fiiel and aim 
to place a ban on all handguns. A 
plan for $5 billion over five years is 
earmarked for child care funds, along 
with a separate plan for federal sup- 
port to low-income families. Paul 
Martin stands up the civil equality of 
same-sex marriages. Across the 
world, the Liberal party hopes to 
reduce poverty and encourage peace 
and stability, with one means being 
Canadian debt cancellation. This 
being said, after saying no to the con- 
troversial missile defense project, 
they plan to contribute another bil- 
lion or so dollars to the issue of the 
country's national security. They also 
claim to be dedicated to the environ- 
ment with money allotted for an 
action plan for climate change, insti- 
tuting commitments from the Kyoto 
agreement, supporting the "Clean Air 
Agenda." They are introducing a 10- 
Year Plan to Strengthen Health Care, 
which includes reduced waiting 
times, a national drug strategy, more 
doctors and nurses and extended 
home care. This party believes in a 
strong federation and aims for equal 
treatment of all Canadians.

Relying strongly on "12 years of 
Liberal scandals," Stephen Harper 
seeks election for the second time as 
leader of a fairly new political party. 
The Conservatives are encouraging 



voters to stand up for accountability, 
opportimity, security, family, com- 
munity, and Canada. They plan to 
greatly reduce the amount of big 
money contributions in politics and 
give more power to watchdogs such 
as the Auditor General and the Ethics 
Commissioner. They vow to cut the 
GST to six percent immediately, fol- 
lowed by a reduction to five percent 
over the next five years, along with 
tax incentives for young Canadians 
to learn the skilled trades. Along the 
lines of security, Stephen Harper 
maintains the need to create a manda- 
tory national DNA bank to protect 
against sex offenders, to strengthen 
border security under a new National 
Seciuity Commissioner, to introduce 
mandatory prison sentences for cer- 
tain drug and weapon offences and to 
raise the legal age of sexual consent 
from 14 to 16. The Conservative 
party vows $100 a month per child 
under six for all families, and to 
establish a Wait Times Guarantee for 
health services. They hope to provide 
public transport users with a tax 
rebate to cover their transit costs. 
Finally, Stephen Harper stands up for 
a united Canada and places a strong 
emphasis on defending primary pro- 
ducers caught in an unfortunate trade 
market.

Jack Layton and the NDP continue to 
focus their efforts on many social 
issues seen as important to the 



Canadian people. These issues are 
laid out to cover a variety of different 
sectors: ethics and corruption; 
improved public health care; oppor- 
timities through education and train- 
ing; the environment; protecting pen- 
sions; housing and the homeless; 
international aid; honouring obliga- 
tion to Aboriginal people; fixing the 
immigration system; balancing budg- 
ets; creating jobs; safety in commu- 
nities; child care and poverty; peace- 
keeping and defense and; tax fairness 
for Canadians. The NDP aim to 
defend Canada's health care from the 
threat of Americanization and avoid 
privatization. Layton also says he 
will introduce a number of new plans 
to refocus on the environment, 
including a clean air and water acts 
and a Polluter Pay Act. He aims to 
put workers and their pensions first, 
especially when it comes to bank- 
rupted companies. They hope to 
reframe the acceptable housing mar- 
ket, offering assistance in Canada 
and abroad. The NDP wants to 
increase the recognition given to 



Canada'a aboriginal people and 
immigrants to the country, focusing 
on the quick recognition of foreign 
credentials. This party relies heavily 
on the fact that it was they who 
rewrote a more balanced budget for 
the Liberals and thus helped to keep 
the minority government in power a 
bit longer. In community safety 
measures, Layton plans to cut hand 
gun violence, establish a better wit- 
ness protection program and work at 
a more integrated anti-gang program.

To vote by -special ballot, you must register as soon as possible by fill- 
ing out an Application for Registration and Special Ballot form. Through 
this, yoiu- identity and riding will be verified and a special voting kit will be 
sent to you and you will not be eligible to cast a ballot at regular polls. For 
fiirther information, visit www.elections.ca. 

To vote in Sudbury, if you are already a registered voter, take a piece 
of identification showing your current address along with a valid picture ID 
to the closest polling station. The change should be noted at the station 
without any problems.

Laurentian University takes over 
Huntington's Music program

since the school year began, and has even invited students to perform at din- 
ner parties at her home. 

Before Laurentian officially took over the program, Dr Woodsworth 
noted, a review was conducted of the program, as is done with all programs, 
and the results were revealing. 

_"It was clearly stated that the program had academic merit," she noted. 

Dr Woodsworth noted that she still recalls the long faces of the students 
as they attempted to stare her down at a Senate meeting, and the pain of the 
faculty faced with the potential loss of their jobs. She said that Laurentian 
needed to take some time to think about it, but ultimately the university came 
to the conclusion that the Music program was important to both the universi- 
ty and the community. 

"(The process if transferring the program) involved a lot of discussion 
and negotiation," Dr Woodsworth said. 

Under the agreement reached between Huntington and Laurentian, 
Huntington will continue to provide space for teaching purposes related to the 
Music program, including faculty offices, until the end of the 2007-2008 aca- 
demic year, at which point Laurentian will assume this responsibility. 
Huntington will also continue to provide the library resources and equipment 
until the end of the 2006-2007 academic year The following year, Laurentian 
will assume responsibility for all of the library resources and equipment for 
the program. All of the scholarship ftinds dedicated to Music students and pro- 
gram will be transferred to Laurentian. 

Once the penod of the agreement lapses, the Music program will move 
into its new home in the new school of education. Those who turned out to 
attend the ceremony were provided with the opportunity to take a first look at 
the architectural drawings for the new facility.

\and their environment. Jim Harris 
has divided his platform into nine 
sections: agriculture; animal welfare; 
energy; environment; fiscal policy; 
foreign policy; health care; human 
rights and; the Kyoto protocol. Their 
MPs aim to ensure the safety of 
Canadian livestock through new test- 
ing methods, and to support further 
wildlife conservation by ending fed- 
eral funds for seal hunting. They will 
encourage the development of low- 
emission industries and increase 
funding for the creation of renewable 
energy sources, such as wind power. 
The Green party wants to work with 
parliament to adopt a better clean air 
act and to surpass Canadian targets 
reached in the Kyoto Protocol. They 
feel more money should be put 
towards the protection of Canada's 
environment and oppose oil and gas 
exploration in ecologically sensitive 
areas. Harris also support the ban of 
bulk water exports and hopes to 
implement a nationwide plan to help 
Canadians clean up their freshwater 
system. He aims to introduce a 
national cancer fighting strategy, 
which would reduce the incidence of 
cancer, facilitate treatment and 
improve the quality of life. Within 
human rights, the party would imple- 
ment a Corporate Social 
Responsibility Act to ensure that 
companies are acting accordingly 
and will fight against the persistant 
obstacles to employment disabled 
people face. GST would be cut on 
products that reduce pollution and 
contribute to the better health of 



Canadians. 

Of course, there are a number of 
other parties who run candidates in a 
variety of ridings across the country, 
such as the Communist Party of 
Canada, the Canadian Action Party 
and the Marijuana Party and you may 
want to visit their websites to leam 



more about their platforms. The 
above four parties are the only ones 
to have candidates in all the national 
ridings, but that is not to say they are 
the only ones who will play an 
important role in the coming elec- 
tion.

The Laurentian Voyageurs men's basket- 
ball team wrapped up the first half of 
their season on a sour note, losing both 
of their road games to the only undefeated 
OUA East teams, the Ottawa Gees-Gees and 
the two-time defending champions Carleton 
Ravens.
